No, however related instruction for 
apprentices can be completed at a 
community college, technical college or four- 
year institution. 


No, however the Apprenticeship Committee 
can work with community or technical 
colleges to create associate degree pathways 
for individuals engaged in a apprenticeship. 


No, however technical training can be 
provided by colleges, employer, specialized 
providers, and career and technical centers. 


No, however apprenticeship instructors 
must meet the educational and occupational 
requirements of the Wisconsin Technical 
College System Board. 


No, however, related instruction is required 
for registered apprenticeships, which could 
take place at a postsecondary institution.
